A correspondent of the Liberator writes as 





follows: 


* But the greatest of all reasons why slavery 
will not exist here, is, Tam very sorry to say, a 
dreadful one; but, nevertheless, a true one. Would 
you believe it, that multitudes of those who are 
such flaming Abolitionists here, as they call them. 
selves, are a swe generts, kind of Abolitionist—a 
mongrel character, like Aunt Ophelia, in Unele 
Tou'’s Cabin. They are desperately opposed to 
slavery entering here—and why? Becwuse they 
‘denw’t want the niggers about them.’ Now. my 
blood ran cold within me, when I first ascertained 
that this was the case; but now ] feel quite certain 
that the very people whe will vote against the in- 
troduction of slavery, will also vote fora ‘Black 
Law.’ On hoard our boat, at one of the meetings 
of our party, Po proposed an amendment to our 
Constitution, so as to read, ‘We recognise the right 


of every male citizen of the United States, withont, 


distinetion of color, to own LOO acres of land,’ &e., 
‘merely adding the words. ‘without distinetion of 
color? butit was almost unanimously negatived. 
I tind but few who dare to say that they are in 
faver of allowing the colored man to come here 
and buy land onan equality with the white man. 
The common cry is, "We want no slavery, and no 
niggers.’ 

* Now, although this feeling is satanie, and, to 
my mind, quite as bad as slavery, yet it will ef- 
fectually prevent slavery, in name, from ex sting 
here. Now, what we want is. radical Abolitionists 
to come out here, from principle, and not from love 
of money. Over fifty of the voters of this plice 
|voted for a Netraska-bill man, and among them 
pwas Dr. Robinson. and Mr. Lum, the Orthodox 


Amerivan; but you know we cannot dare to praise clergyman, advocated the Nebraska man’s election. 


‘So you see how much dependance is to be put on 
eastern anti-slavery men, evenjalthough, Dam hap 
Py to inform yeu, es persons nobly spurned the 
otibe,’ and did not vote for the Pierce Democrat, 
preferring poverty to riches obtained by striking 
hands with the Administration. But the spirit of 
pro-slavery is triumphant here. I have already 
been threatened by public men with a coat of tar 
and feathers, for daring to say that the kmigraat 
) Aid Company. of Boston, has misrepresented the 
state cf atfiirs here. Non-resistanee is also atin 
vreat diseount. We have an array of the most 
valiant fighters in the world, second to mone, except 
the immortal here of the windmills-—Don Quixote. 
One poor man has been shot for attems ting to cut 
a litte timber on achium which another man pre 

tended to own, although the first man chums it 
also. One day. my attention was arrested by ob, 
serving a compatiy of persons marching inte town 
in military array, with bits of white clota attached 
to the ends of stieks. w hich they ny peared fownaye 
in great trinmph.  DTinquired what gre:nt feat lind 
heen accomplished, and was told that amin by the 
name of Tatt, just returned from the Last. hind 
had his elatin ‘jumped,’ and that this party lad 
been pulling down the jumper’s heuse, and tent 

ingoup bis tent. This is squatter law. Aman is 
allowed sixty days te put up a house, and if an- 
other isan builds on the first one’s claim, lis build- 
ing. Jet it cost what itumay, can be torn down and 
destroyed, So aol baw i. triumphant here, as in 
California, Recollect, these squatter Liws are any 
thing that a few persons calling themselves an 
Association choose te form. Our party were about 
allarmed with revolvers, guns, bowie-knives, &e..
